There are Iota of thrills that moat 
of us when we were young and 
Imaginative, aspired to go through 
once—a great storm at sea, ship­ 
wreck, train wreck, and the like. 
Having been through, or Just es­ 
caped m ost of them, the w riter ap­ 
preciates the feeling. 
Rut dont include a Dakota or 
Minnesota blizzard 
among 
them. 
When the tem perature is 26 de­ 
grees below zero—as far below 
freezing point a^ 90 degrees is 
above it—and the wind is 60 miles 
an hour, it is not interesting or 
thrilling. 
It is Just a nuisance. 
No wonder the people get a little 
wild-eyed politically, sometimes, In 
a region where Nature can get as 
wild as it is at the moment of 
this writing. 


CHARGE FRAUD IN ELECTION 


Minnesota is the state where the 
people repudiated the slogan “A 
big man for a big Job” and elected 
instead of Senator F rank Kellogg, 
great lawyer and famous 
"trust 
buster,” a comparatively unknown 
dentist, Henrik Shlpstead. How did 
it happen? 
“It is a long story,” they tell 
you. And, Indeed, it is not easy to 
make it short. 
When, six years ago. Frank Kel 
logg was sent to the Senate, he 
TS as, lf anything, better known out­ 
side of Minnesota than in it. 
His 
record as Roosevelt’s "trust bus­ 
ter” haiKraade him nationally fam­ 
ous, but here in Minnesota he was 
chiefly 
known as a corporation 
lawyer, member of the firm whose 
first senior mem ber had been for­ 
m er Senator Cushman K. 
Davis. 
Moses V. Clapp. Progressive, was a 
candidate for re-election as Sena­ 
tor, and the powers that were, in 
M innesota and in New York, sought 
the ablest possible regular Republi­ 
can to run against 
him. 
They 
picked Kellogg. 
Campaign funds 
were not niggardly, and 
he 
was 
elected. 
Then for four years, Kellogg ran 
true to form. 
He and his family 
filled distinguished places In the 
social world of W ashington. 
He 
conducted himself with distinction 
and ability in the Senate. 
But 
Henrik Jacobsen and Jacob Hen- 
riksen, his constituents, heard and 
saw nothing of him, and observed 
r.o symptoms that he knew any­ 
thing of them. 
Then, two years ago, symptoms 
that election time was approaching 
appeared. Kellogg Joined the farm 
bloc. 
Ho voted for the soldiers* 
bonus. He moved that a dirt farm ­ 
er be put on the Federal Reserve 
Board. He sponsored rural credits. 
“Bunk," said H enry and Jacob. 
“Good things; but he doesn’t mean 
i t ” 
In which they were probably mis­ 
taken. 
Aristocrat that he is. in 
the personal relations of life, Kel­ 
logg is in many respects a Roose­ 
velt 
Progressive. 
He 
probably 
loves the people. 
But he does not 
like them. 
So when, in a Pierce 
Arrow car with a chauffeur, Kel­ 
logg began touring the state, they 
wanted to know how he voted on 
Newberry and th# Ksch-Cummins 
act, and were not at all impressed 
with the showing he made of votes 
their way on alm ost 
everything 
else. 


Even before the 
prim ary, 
the 
politicians rather sensed this, and 
would have liked quietly to shelve 
Kellogg and run some more popu­ 
lar figure, like Governor "Jake” 
Preus, instead. But the specter of 
the Non-Partisan League, moving 
in from Dakota. 
The ‘‘business in 
terests” 
could 
spare 
neither 
Preus nor Kellogg. 
They needed 
them both. 
Some have rumored 
th at the long hand of New York 
again reached out, 
through 
the 
steel trust and the Hamm brewing 
interests. 
Anyhow, a 
group 
of 
country editors, thereunto undoubt 
edly moved by big business inter­ 
ests in Minneapolis and St. Paul 
(w hether theta were moved from 
New York or not) petitioned Kel­ 
logg to run, and Governor Preus 
refused to allow his name to be 
considered as a rival candidate.

Federal secret service operatives 
revealed also that the initial clue 
leading to exposure of the ring 
and arrests was obtained from two 
children, 8 and IO years old. caught 
passing counterfeit 820 bills in a 
Detroit departm ent store last April. 
Children Pass Bills. 
The children declared they had 
been given the bills to pass by their 
parents,

and

Angelo 
Rossi, who w'ere 
later 
arrested, 
Palm a said. 
The Rossis are now 
declared to be serving a federal 
prison term. 
Sixty-four persons

" lf America had played her part 
In the peace settlement aa aha did 
In the w ar the condition of the 
world now would be much better 
than It Is,” aha said. 
The premier was the principal 
speaker at the celebration of the 
English-speaking union. 
He paid tribute to the deeds of 
America In the w ar and also to 
Woodrow Wilson’s part In It. 
He regretted th at It developed 
later that Wilson did not represent 
his people at the peace conference 
and that his efforts were rejected. 
Bonar Law said the withdrawal 
of the United States from the peace 
settlem ent had an “incalculable ef­ 
fect," adding: 
“If America had played her part 
in the peace settlem ent as she did 
in the war,, the world would be in 
a much better position today.” 
He said he believed th at the 
truth of this fact was entering into 
the minds of the American people 
and that he believed “it has enter­
